Statement of set vices for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 27th April, 1979, Shri G.I.. Sharma, Superintendent 
of Police, Etah, intercepted a message on his wileless at 
15.30 houis (hat the Police of Sakeet Police Station were 
engade in an encounter with (he gnng of dacoit Chhabi Ram 
who had committed a large number of dacoities and murders 
and had tenonsed the local people. Shri Sharma imme- 
diately collected the available police truce and left for the 
place of inc'dcnt. On leaching them, he came to know that 
the dacoits wcie hiding in some house m village Marohla. 
After scaling all possible routes of escape from the village 
Shri Shai ma made an attempt to enter the village from the 
northern side. Eventhough gun-shots were being heard, the 
hide-out of the dacoits could not he located. Shri Sharma 
then tiled lo entet the village Horn the eastern side, When 
Shri Sharma was entering from that side, two rifle shots 

were fired at him and his party Though Shri Sharma es- 

caped the gun shots, but he could locate (he hide-out of the 
dacoits, The gun shots had been tired from inside a 'pucca’ 
house at a distance of about 150 vaids on the south-eastern 
side of the village. lie directed the members of the police 
party to rush and take up position at the real- of the house 
but as the members of the police party were somewhat hesi- 
tant. he took the lead. Shi i Chaian Pal Singh. Inspector of 
Police also volunteered to accompany turn both Shri 

Sharma and Shi i C.haran Pal Singh dashed through the cross 

fire in disregard of the risk caused to theii lives and managed 
to reach the destination. The hide out of the dacoits was 
coidoned on thiee sides. Shri M. N. Chaturvedi, Sub-Inspec- 
tor of Police, Shri Sadhoo Singh Constable and some other 
policemen were made to scale over the wall of the house to 
reach the roof of the house. 

The dueoils came to know of the movements of the police 
and fired at them. Exchange of fire continued for about 15

minutes. During the course of the fire, at one stage, a gun 
shots was fired at Shri Sharma. But Shri M. N Chaturvedi 
in disregard of his personal safety, pushed Shn Sharma 
aside aud he was himself hit by the gun shot. In order to 
bring out the dacoits in Ihe open, Shri Charan Pal Singh got 
the ‘Chhapav’ over the ‘Kotha’ burnt. One more shot was 
fired at Shri Charan Pal Singh who was seriously injured. 
The policemen were shot in a position to return die fire effec- 
tively. Shri Sadhoo Singh then stood up and fired at the 
dacoits. ELe killed one of the dacoits but he himself was in- 
jured in his thigh by the gun-shot fired by the dacoits. Des- 
pite profuse bleeding from the injury, Shri Sadhoo Singh dug 
u hole in the ropf. It was through this hole that the police 
lobbed 5 hand-grenades in the room which killed the dacoits. 

In this encounter Shri G. L. Sharma, Shri M. N. Chatur- 
vedi, and Shri Sadhoo Singh exhibited conspicuous gallantly, 
courage, initiative and devotion to duty of a very high 
order.
